Saturday, open to riders 
under 18 years, will include 
three AHSA medal classes 
among 20 classes competing. 
Winners in the medal clas­ 
ses, provided they have won 
one additional medal within 
the year, will be eligible to 
enter competition in the na­ 
tional finals at Madison 
Square Gardens in the fall. 

The Open Show on Sun­ 
day will have twelve stake 
classes competing along with 
two classes of hunters and 
jumpers. An addition this 
year will be the Green Work­ 
ing Hunter Stake Class.
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Special event on Sunday 

will feature Evan K. Shaw 
and his Metlox Poppy Trail 
Carriage Collection. With 
his horse-drawn, steam driv 
en fire engine, he will ex­ 
tinguish a blazing house set 
at the edge of the show ring 
Nine pieces from this unique 
and Interesting collection

will be on display both days 
of the show.
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The Children's Parade 

will be held on Sunday dur­ 
ing intermission. This popu­ 
lar event challenges chil­ 
dren, 12 years and under, to 
create original costumes for 
themselves and their anim­ 
als. The entrants are judged 
in the categories of humor, 
originality, beauty and a 
fourth category called "spon­ 
taneous" for the spur-of-the- 
moment or late entrants, 
There is a sweepstakes for 
the over-all winner.
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Television coverage of the 

show has been scheduled 
again this year by Channel 
11. KTTV. on Saturday from 
2 to 4 p.m

Tickets for the event will 
be on sale at gaily decorated 
booths. Box seats will be 
available both Saturday and 
Sunday.
